Consider 39.05 the crater in the white box above.*. 

*= go look then come back to text. 

Now consider the crevice that looks like an upside down 
broom just north of it*(look then come back to text). Now 
consider the big crater in the bottom right corner. *. That 
big crater in the bottom right is named Sulpicius Gallus but 
it’s not the one we’re primarily interested in. Neither is the 
crater in the white box. The upside-down broom-shaped 
trench north of the crater in the white box is an item to memorize 
however. It will be a reference point.

Now, consider the broom-stick again near the top of this image 

to the right of center*. LOCATE the original crater that was in 
the box in the previous image. It’s below the broom handle*. 
Locate the ‘big’ crater to the right of the broom handle that maps 
label Sulpicius Gallus but which is not the Sulpicius Gallus “M” we 
are interested in*. Now travel north and west into the center of the 
image where there is crater in a bright-zone*. South of the crater 
in the bright area is what-appears-to-be a 3-toed appendage to 

the south. This is the crater we’re interested in*.

Rick’s Comments 12/2/2024: IMAGE 46.50 

This image is obviously taken with something other than an x-ray like the 
previous images. It’s more colourful and that is because it must be closer to 
the bandwidth of light we human see as colour. Let’s locate our reference 
points by starting with the big crater named Sulpicius Gallus which is not the 
one we’re interested but which is big, near the bottom of the image and to the 
right of center. It’s white in the top half and blue-green in the bottom half*. To 
the north-west of that big crater is blue crater*. To the west of the blue crater 
is a white-bright spotch and this splotch is the crater we are interested in. This 
is where we are, Earth or Sulpicius Gallus M. The blue colour of the top right 
half of the image would be accurate insofar as water is blue. This is the Sea of 
Serenity and yes, in this analysis I’m doing, it’s an actual water sea. The white 
splotch is Sulpicius Gallus “M” and can be said to be “inland”, mostly away 
from the Sea of Serenity.

Now we’re viewing the same craters from a greater distance. The upside down 
broom stick trenches are not visible but the big-crater is visible slightly out 
from the shoreline in the Sea of Serenity. You might be able to see the label 
Sulpicius Gallus. It’s just above the center of the image*. To the west, or left, 
and slightly north, you can see Sulpicius Gallus “M”, a crater with a white on 
the right side if the bowl of the crater and dark left side with what-looks-like- 
a-3-toed-foot to the south of it*. That foot-print shape is repeated, to the 
south, as a slightly bigger foot-shape*. And to the south of that is, again, an 
even bigger similar foot-shape*. Amazingly, once more, there can be seen yet a 
bigger foot-shape south of that*.

Here we see the same area from an even greater distance. Let’s get our 
bearings first with the Sea of Serenity which is the large plan in the bottom 
half of the image*. Now locate the three giant foot prints south of the crater 
of interest on the south west ‘shore’ of the Sea of Serenity*. You can locate the 
big crater called Sulpicius Gallus just above the third biggest foot-print.

Were descending again to about half the aerial height of the last image. 
You can now easily locate Sulpicius Gallus ‘M’ with its distinct 3-toed 
foot print to its south with three more footprints of increasing size as 
you move more south and east*. Let’s try something new: Imagine the 
darker and flatter area called Sea of Serenity as an actual body of water”. 
Now consider how there seems to be an inlet that is also water, just 

south of Sulpicius Gallus “M” with it’s 3-toed foot-print attached*. Notice 
how that body of water then expands as you move west, as a darker zone”. 
Now look at the rest of the ‘coastline’ and consider the other darker zones 
as inlets of bodies of water as well*.

Were descending a bit more now, so we can see Sulpicius Gallus ‘M’ and the 
geographic features that look like feet to it’s south, as foot-1, foot-2 and foot-3, 
even foot-4 a little bit*. Find the upside down broom with the curved-ditch 
just offshore*. Locate the big-crater, the original Sulpicius Gallus with its’ 
shadow on the right, giving a new-moon appearance to it’s left side*.

We’ve ascended again and can now see many labels in this image. You can 
now easily locate the original big crater “Sulpicius Gallus” or SGo, and the 
Sulpicius Gallus ‘M” which is to it’s west or left and is brighter*. The Sea of 
Serenity is uite apparent and seems to have many craters “in the sea” itself*. 
One of the craters “IN” the Sea of Serenity is “Linnus”, which is the northern 
most crater in the Sea*. This is the home of the Alien Invaders, according to 
Wim Carette, or godgevlamste on Youtube. Another name for Linnus is

label for this crater which is Earth, in fact, is Sirius A. It turns out that the so- 
called stars we see in the sky are simply another map-projection of Bigger 
Earth. Our planet Earth, itself, in another analysis is POLARIS or the 
NORTH STAR. In this image, it’s Sirius A*. [footnote 1 below] I’m still 
working on the problem although ChatGPT says Sirius A is the brightest star. 
Note the other Sirius stars, or craters in this image. Sirius B will be an 
important crater since it is just barely off to the east of Earth-Crater.
